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SECOND READING 
OF SEVERAL BILLS 


Two Important Measures are Read 


in Legislature and Explained 
by Premier. 


At yesterday afternoon's session of the 


legislature a second reading was given 


a number of bills, including an Act re- 
specting enquiries into Public Matters, 
an Act to provide for the garnishment of 


tivil servants’ salaries, an act respect- 


ing security to be given by Public Offi- 


cers, an act to amend tho Lethbridge 


Charter, an act relating to the town of 


Magrath. 

In committee of the whole an act re- 
apecting the enforcement of Judge's or- 
ders in matters not in court was given 
@ second reading. 

The act providing for the establish. 
ment of the Alberta Industrial School 
for boys will be borught up for itse sec- 
ond reading on Friday. The act is a 
comprehensive one going fully into the 
regulations concerning the proposed in- 
atitution of reform and outlining the 
duties of its officials, An act respect- 
ing Partnerships will also be given a 
socond reading on Friday, 

Upon motion of the premier the house 
agreed that a select committee of nine 
members be appointed to arrange for 
the provincial library—the committee to 
be composed of Messrs. Rutherford, Fin- 
lay, Simpson, Robertson, Boyle, Puffer, 
Macleod, Woolf and Rosenroll. 

A. 8. Rosenroll presented a petition 
for an amendment to the municipal or- 
dinance of the town of Daysland. The 
petition of the town of Red Deer, the 
petition in reference to the amendinent 
of the Edmonton Charter,that concern- 
ing tha Rdmonton Radial Tramway and 
another in respect of the Calgary Y.M. 
C.A. were received and read ao first time. 

Civil Servants’ Salaries Garnishable. 

Premier Rutherford in bringing up for 
its second reading a bill pkoviding for 
the garnishment of the salaries of civil 
servants said this Act provided an easy 
method for creditors to obtain settlement 
of claims against civil servants. If a ci- 
vil servant owes a bill his creditor may 
have notice served on the provincial 
treasurer and this notice wiil bind the 
money then due the government om- 
plosce, It only provides naturally for 
vcacaions when tho debt is liquidated. 

Section 9 of the Act states—“This Act 
shall not apply to any debt hich does 
not execed the sum of $25, ard then 
only to the extent of. the excess, nor 
where the amount’ due to ‘the employes 
does not oxcoed $25 and then only to the 
extent of ‘the excess unless where such 
last-mentioned debt was contracted for 
board or lodging.’’ 

The premier in concluding: his re- 
marks said he desired to make it plain 
that while this Act was being passed 
in Alborta, as in other provinces, it was 
not done because members of the civil 
service were avoiding the payment of 
debts, nor would he like to feel that any 
enmiployee of the government would ever 
want to shirk the payment of his debts, 
but the legislation was a usual and wise 
provision to which resort might be had 
if needed. 

Transients’ Salaries Not Garnishable. 

The meinber for Lethbridge then asked 
if this Act, like that existing in the 
Northwest Territories, made only the 
salaries of permanent employees garnish- 
able and not the temporary employce’s 
salary. The premicr replied that it had 
reference to the permanent employees 
only, but the matter could be discussed 
when the Act came up before the whole 
house. The member for Lethbridge was 
of the opinion that the temporary em- 
ployee’s salary should be gurnishable 
also, Several cases had come under his 
notice, where this law could be bene- 
ficially employed. 

The Act respecting security to be given 
by public officers treats with, said the 
premier, all persons who handle govern- 
ment bonds. All of these officials at 
present are bonded, but it was thought 
adviseble to frame this Act which has 
some slight changes in wording from the 
old ordinance of the Northwest Terri- 
tories. 

Public Enquiries. 

The Act respecting enqu 
ing public matters which was given a 
second reading was dwelt upon briefly 
by the preinier, He referred to the Beef 
and Coal Commissions appointed last 
year to make investigations into these 
industries. H did not think, however, 
that a government should issue a com- 
mission except in cases of real urgency, 
The government should take the full re- 
sponsibility concerning the condition of 
affairs in the province, but in those com- 
missions last year it was almost impos- 
sible for the government to carry on 
such an investigation as they did. 

Of these two commissions appointed 
by the government last year one was in 
accordance with a resolution brought 
into the house; and the other was insti- 
tuted largely on the suggestions of the 
committee on Agricull(ureal matters. In 
any event the government gave full no- 
tice of their intentions by placing items 
in the estimates which covered the case 

Except in cases of urgent need, the 
premier said the government should not 
appoint commissions to meet without the 
legislature participating in the ppoint- 
ment,

JAPANESE POLICY 


He Enunciates it in the House, 


Would Ignore Diplomacy in 
Dealing With Question. 


Ottawa, Jan, 28.—The Leader of the 
Opposition in the House to-day under.

& by His Worship, it became: neces- 
sary for Ald, MéInnis, who has op- 
posed the extension of the franchise 
to tenants éxcept upon the payment 
of a tax of $5, to hic himself to the 
weicame shelter of the Mayor's pro-

The question was introduced in con- 
nection with the report of the assess- 
tent committee submitted to the city 
council at the: regular meeting on 
Tueeday evening, at which all the al- 
dermen were present, the Mayor pre- 
siding. 

The solution advanced by the May- 
or is that every householder who pays 
jis poll tax and presents the receipt 
fov this tax to the assessor before the 
firs: day of May, will be entitled to 
inclusion on the voters’ list, The 
poll tax is paid by every male resi- 
dent in the city, razardless of whether 
he is a householder wv not. The 
amount ol the poll tax is fixed by by- 
law. ** 

In explaining his position His Wor- 
ship said: ‘My objection has been 
that any man should have to pay $5 
or any sum for the privilege of vot- 
ing. My iden o to place the tenant 
on the same basis as the man whe 
puys a poll tax. The transient who 
pays a poll tax, has ne claim to vote, 
but a gtinlified tenan! has.” 

"That means,” said Alderman Man- 
son, “that the sae who has only a 
room, and who does not come unde: 
the definition of a householder, which 
is to the effect that a householder 
mu-t be the occupant of premises for 
six months prior to the compilation 
of the voters’ list, the dwelling to 
have a separate door for ingress aud 
ogress, is diserimina':4 against,” 

“It means,” pui ir Alderman Bel- 
lamy, ‘‘that we are legislating for the 
permanent resident avd not the tran- 
sient.” 

The amendinent t the charter as

He declared that he did not intro- 
duce this motio. in 4 spirit of antag- 
onisan towards the Commissioners, 
but he believed that they should be 
made aubject to the wish of the ma- 
jority of the Council, In Toronto 
there was a Board of Control which 
corresponded to the Commissioners 
here, the only difference being that 
the Board of Control was an elective 
Hody. In Regina, where the eame 
system existed as here, there the 
Commissioners were retaine l in office 
at the pleasure of the majcrity of the 
Council. This was as it should be. 
He,wae, lowever, prepare a to include 
in his motion that the Commissioners 
could not be dismissed until sufficient | 
cause was shown, and not until after 
two weeks’ notice of motion of dis- 
missal was given, Te claimed that

It was then up to the Mayor, 

“Under the proposed change,” he 
said, “it will require five aldermen 
in favor of dismissal, a majority vote, 
while under the charter as at present 
it requires six, This means a differ- 
ence of one. It there is any ju 
eause for dismissal—and if the ocea- 
sion arises to make a charge T shal] 
be the first man to institute it regard- 
less of who the man against whom it 
is made is—I think the Council will 
not dare to refuse to concur in the 
dismissal of the Commissioner. 1 
therefore vote against the motion, and 
declare it lost,’’ 

British Subject Motion. 

Alderman Gariepy’s motion to re- 
quire that before the franchise is ex- 
tended to any person that person 
must be a British subject, was with: 
drawn after considerable discussion 
It is, however, not a dead issue, Al- 
derman Gariepy intends to bring the 
matter wp in Counci) at a subsequent 
meeting. In support of his motion, 
Ald. Gariepy. drew attention to the 
fact that in Toronte and Montreal, 
and in fact every city of any import- 
ance in the Dominion, such » quali- 
fication is necessary before the fran- 
chise is extended to any individual 

Alderman. Bellamy and Alderman 
Lee were opposed to the motion, Al- 
derman Bellamy contended that in 
Edmonton the citizens were in ‘the 
position of stockholderg in a joint 
stock company, and just as shareleld- 
ers in such 4 company were not de- 
nied the right of an opinion in the 
conduct of the company, property 
owners jp this city should not be de 
havred from voting for the reason 
iaat they were not British subjects, 
Such a qualification would work a 
grave injustice in view of the Saet 
that it required three vears for a cifi- 
zen trom. a foreign country to be- 
come naturalized, 

Alderman Lee sided with Alderman 
Beamy, He said he had undertaken 
to ascertain the amount of taxes paid 
by ten Americans whom he knew, and 
who were resident in the city. The 
total amount paid by the ten citizens 
in question was $4,182, or an average 
of $418 each. The city could not af- 
ford to disfranchise these citizens, he 
said. ° 

Mayor McDougall gave it as his 
opinion that he had always held that 
a property owner should have a voice 
in the conduct of the affairs of the 
city, Still he thought that the mo- 
tion as presented by Alderman Gar- 
iepy might be made to apply to house- 
holders, * 

It was further suggested that to 
overcome the naturalization difficulty 
a time limit of three years might be 
provided, That was that a voter 
should not bé permitted to exereise 
the franchise if after three years regi- 
dence in the city he was not a British 
subject, 

At this point Alderman Gariepy 
asked leave to withdraw his motion 
for the present.” In view of the sug- 
gestions advanced he desired to fur- 
ther consider the subject. 

Liverymen Win Qut. 

The notice of motion given by Al- 
derman MeInnis to rescind a motion 
passed at a previous meeting of the 
Council to the effect that an amend- 
ment to the city charter be secured 
to permit of the licensing of livery- 
men, was followed up by a motion, 
and a rehash of the argument pro and 
con on the subject. Mr. G B. O’Con- 
nor was present in the interests of the 
liverymen, and he re-stated the case 
TI to rescind was lost, and 
the amendment will therefore be ap- 
plied ior to the legislature, 

Communications and Petitions. 

Edmonton Opera House made ap- 
plication for a franchise to place 
Waste paper boxes on the streets of 
the city, the surface rights of the 
boxes to ‘be reserved for advertising 
purposes, This communication was 
handed over t6 the Commissioners, 

Jas, Reilly, Calgary, representing 
the inventor of a garbage cart, wrote 
offering to supply the city with the 
earts, The communication wag refer- 
red to the sanitary and investigating 
committee.

secretary of the band, who was pres- 
ent at the meeting, that the city had 
no liability in the matter, the band 
being conducted by an independent 
organization, which engaged as band: 
Master Wm. Clark, who in turn ar 
ranged with Mr. Green, Mr, Clark 
had been fully remunerated, and any 
claim was against Mr, Clark, 

Mr, Green also made application for 
the position of bandmaster for the 
coming season. A motion wag passed 
instructing the secretary to advise 
Mr. Green of the explanation of the 
Mr, Green of the explanation as giv- 
en by Mr, O'Connor, 

A, W. Bell, manager of the Winni- 
peg exhibition, wrote in reply to the 
query of the special committee deal- 
ing with the question of the adminis- 
tration. of the Edmonton exhibition, 
that the Winnipeg association was a 
joint stock company with 33 directors, 
17 of whom were appointed by the 
shareholders, and the remaining 16 
by representative bodies. Yearly 
grants were received from the city 
of $7,000 and from the government of 
$5,500, The grounds were owned by 
the city, and the buildings erected -by 
the city and the corporation, This 
information was referred to the Com- 
mittee dealing with the question, 

Short, Cross & Biggar, solicitors, 
made application for permission to 
close several streets laid out on the 
Groat estate.

A. Clerical Blunder. 

The commissioners reported in rei- 
erence to the application of the hotel- 
keepers of the city for a reduction in 
water rates, submitting various facts, 

Before the submission of the peti- 
tion of the hotelkeepers in regard to 
water rates levied upon them, it had 
come to the notice of the Commis- 
siotiers that a blunder had been made 
in the billing of their water for the 
past month, The blunder originated 
in this way: The water rates by-law 
contemplates the levying of water 
rates quarterly and meter rates have 
been fixed upon this ‘basis allowing 
a sliding seale of seduction in rates 
in proportion to the quantity of water 
consumed, These rates vary trom 25 


ae 
per 100 cubic feet on a consumption 
of 5,000 cubie feet per quarter down 
to 6e per 100 cubic feet on a consump- 
tion of over 300,000 cubic feet pet 
quarter, which had been determined 
aus the minimum charge to manufac- 
turers and other Jarge consumers. 
About the cluse of the year the water- 
works superintendent took this mat- 
ter up with us, as he was under the 
impression that it would be more ben- 
eficial to collect the watcr rates on 
meter services monthly, instead of 
quarterly, and in this manner put this 
business on an equal footing with that 
of the electric light to permit of a 
more prompt return of water revenue. 
As his arguments appeared reason- 
able, the Commissioners instructed 
him that there would be no objection 
to the following oat of this plan, 
Accordingly meters were read at the 
beginning of the month, and_ bills 
rendered upon these meter readings, 
but unfortunately the clerk in apply- 
ing the rates overlooked the fact that 
the quantities were based upon quar- 
terly consumption and not monthly, 
the result being that the bills were 
al! rendered at an excessive rate, and 
the water users had a justifiable com- 
plaint in consequence, 

As soon as this complaint was made 
the blunder was sectified and correct- 
ed bills sent out. Attached hereto is 
a statement of the water charges 
against the various hotels for the 
month of December, showing the er- 
roneous figures und the amounts ct 
the corrected sbills which have now 
been rendered them, the difference 
between the two aggregating the sum 
ol $143.68, equal to 27 per cent, ol 
the original charge, This was the un- 
intentional result of a clerical error, 

On the suggestion of Alderman Gar- 
iepy, the adoption of the report. was 
held in abeyanee pending the notiti- 
cation of the solicitors for the hotel-

“wo,” replied Aid. Mecinnis, 
“At present,”” said Aiderman Gar- 
iepy, “the married woman owning 


property has the mght to delegate her 
voting privilege to her husband. This 
being the case, the present procedure 
should be continued or the clause en- 
franchising every PrN rty, holder, 
man or woman, married & unmarried, 
should be adopted, aud the present 
right of delegation withdrawn,” 

Alderman MedJnnis then announced 
that this was the intention of the 
clause, 

“That intention ise not expressed,” 
commented Alderman Bellamy, 

Whereupon Alderman Gariepy and 
Solicitor Bown retired to draft a sat- 
isfactory clause. 

During the discussion, Alderman 
Manson in arguing for the retention 
of the system whereby the wife had 
the power to delegate to her husband 
her right to vote, stated that it was 
a eustom of the present day, and a 
good one, for the husband, for the 
protection of his family, to place his 
property in his wite’s name, He op- 
posed the clause on this ground. It 
was unfair to the mechanic, whose 
property was in his wite’s name, that 
he should be deprived of a yoice in 
the affairs of the city because le wus 
not so fortunate as to possess large 
biocks of property, part of which 
might be in the husband's name, and

| JAPAN'S: IMMIGRATION 


IS CLOSELY GUARDED 


Government Has Issued Most String- 
ent Instructions to Governors and 
Other Officials Concerning the Re- 
striction cf Emigration, 


Tokio, Jan. 27—The program of to 
day’s session of the diet which in« 
cluded the speech of Foreign Minister 
Viscount Hayashi, regarding the im- 
migration question, was suddenly 
changed and the speech was postpon- 
ed until January 30, when it is ex- 
pected that Viecount Hayashi will 
outline definitely the plans of the 
government for the restriction of im- 
migration to the United Statee and 
Canada, It is understood that the 
postponement was due to the fact that 
a reply from the United States govern- 
ment to the last memorandum of Ja 
pan was expected to be handed to the 
foreign office this aMernoon. Since 
the delivery of its last memorandum 
the Japanese government has issued 
the most stringent instructions to all 
governors and other officials concern- 


ing the regulations of future immi- 
gration along the lines of the future | 
definite policy of restriction, which 


includes the prevention of emigration 
of laborers to the United States and 
Canada except under given conditions 
which will be satisfactory to the gov- 
ernments of. both of these countries. 
No laborers will be permitted to emi- 
grate to Mexico, 

Evidence of the determination of the 
Japanese goyernment is shown by an 
official order issued to emigration 
agents today wherein all emigration to 
the Hawaiian islands is absolutely

Celebrated Author of “Under Two 


Flags’’ Passes Away. 


London, Jan. 27+Ouida, the cele- 
brated authoress, is dead. 

Louise De LaRamee was a British 
novelist of French extraction, She 
was born at Bury street, Edmunds, 
about 1840, Her pseudoynm “Ouida” 
was a childish mispronounciation of 
Louisa. Her best known novel, ‘Un- 
der Two Flags,’’ was written in 1860, 
and was dramatized only recently. 
Ouida had lived for a long time in 
Florence, and her death occurred not 
far from Bach, where the poet Pérey 
Byséhe Shelley was drowned. Early 
last summer attention was called 
through dispatches to the London 
papers to Ouida’s poverty. Marie Cor- 
elli started a fund, and subscriptions 
were made to several other funds in 
her behalf, but Ouida announced her 
intention of refusing the charity.

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTHWEST 
HOMESTEAD. REGULATIONS. 


Any even numbered section of Do- 
minion Lands in Manitoba or the North- 
West Provinces exceptping 8 and 26, not 
reserved, may be hoime-steaded by any 
person the sole head of a family, or male 
over 18 years of age, to the extent of one- 
quarter section, of 160 acres, more or 
less. 7 

Application fow, homestead entry must 
be made in person by the applicant at 
a Dontinion Land Agency or sub agency 
entry by proxy may, however, be made 
at any agency on certain con- 
litions by the father, mother,’ son, 
laughter, brother or sister of an intend- 
ing homesteader, 

An application for entry or cancella- 
tion made personally at any Sub-Agent’s 
office may be wired to the Agent by the 
Sub-Agent, at the expense of the appli- 
ant, and if the land applied for is va- 
ant on receipt of the telegram such

Winnipeg, Jan; 28.—In - just. about 
six weeks the first signs of real spring 
will be showing, and from that time 
onward Winnipeg will hear very often 
of great transformation scenes whieh 
are taking piace on and.in the vicin- 
ity of the transcontinental. railway 
property along the Springfield road 
in east St. Boniface, 

Everything is being prepared for a 
season of-activity in this quarter, and 
by the time the first frost is out of 
the ground hundreds of workmen will 
he employed on the extensive work 
tobe carried out, 

- Silently as great bodies move, yet 
with a persistent steadiness and un- 
ceasing effort, the engineers and con- 
tractors, with their army of over 6,000 
workmen have been employed in the 
fagtnesses of the almost unpopulated 
coprtry through New Ontario putting 
up the grade along the tranecontin- 
ental’ line, and the work has now 
reached such a stuge that fifty miles 
of 80 pound steel rails have been laid 
eust of Winnipeg, and it has been 
decided therefore to make this city 
the future base of operations,

FAVORS OUR BANKING SYSTEM. 


Bu-Treasurer Shaw Thinke U. 8. Might 
Adopt it. 


Haverhill, Mass., Jan. 28.—lLeslie M. 
Shaw, formerly secretary of the treasury 
was the principal speaker of the aanual 
banquet of the board of. trade held in 
City Mall. 

Mr. Shaw ‘made an argument in favor 
of @ more elastic currency system, He 
did not advocate the establishment of 
a large central bank, as had been sug- 
gested, but thought, that he might favor 
something like the present Canadian sys- 
tem, where bunks were allowed to issue 
currency under certain vestrictions. 

Mr, Shaw said that in 4906 the. rail- 
roadk of the country made cantracts for 
$80,000,000 worth of rolling stock.’ Dur- 
ing the past year the amount contract- 
ed for was’ only $8,000,000. Of the $80,- 
000,000 for which contracts were made 
in 196, approximately. $60,000,000 was 
lost in the sixty days immediately pre- 
ceding the furry, This amount, be said, 
was lost to the Jahor of the country.

Socialist Did Not Like the Policy. 
Paris, Jan. 27.—M. Jaures, the 
Socialist leader ia the Chamber of 
Deputies, today violently assaulted 
the policy of the French government 
in that eountry.

In reply, Foreign Minister Pichon 
denied that the government had ever 
had either direct or indirect relations 
with Mulai Hafid. After a speeeh by 
M. Delensse, justifying France’s policy 
in Morocco, thé debate was adjourned 
until January 27,

years ago captured and held for ransom 
two officers of a British @epair ship 
which went aground. The officers were 
only released on the payment of a heavy 
ransom, Numerous efforts made to cap- 
ture him were always abortive. He in- 
variably deteated the Sultan's troops. 
He was a great favorite with the Bensus 
Anghera tribesmen, Latterly he did an 
extensive business with Spain and 
France in alumium found on the proper- 
ty of Briand.

NEW YORK CITY IS 
BURIED IN SNOW 


Traffic in New York Tied Up—Trains 
Stalled and Ships Kept From Port 
—Four Men Die in Storm—Unem- 
Pioyed are Benefited. 


—— 


New York, Jan. 22.—New York to- 
hight is digging itself out of a foot of 
show so unevenly divided that while 
expased and unfrequented spots like 
Coney Island have blown bare, the 
thoroughfares of the millions are leit 
piled high with drifts that impede the 
progress of man and beast and in the 
more open sections have tied up 
street car and vehicular service. 

To-morrow morning, it is believed, 
will find something like normal condi- 
tions restored, but in the meantime 
there will be no aid from rain, the 
sovereign street cleaner of the metro- 
polis, pnless the weather man misses 
his guess. To-night the temperature 
was falling slowly and the snow pro- 
mised to stay for another day at 
least. 

The snowstorm, which began early 
last night, continued until past noon 
today, and even after the snowfall 
ceased a half gale kept the air thick 
-With flurries that filled the walks as 
fast as they were cleaned, slogged the 
wheels of traffic and blinded the 
skippers off shore 

Boon to the Unemployed. 

Much suffering has been occasion- 
ed; there has been the usual toll of 
| deaths exacted, and the monetary 
damage must be reckoned by the tens 
of thousands of dollars, Mercifully, 
the snow was accompanied by mode- 
rate temperature and in its early 
stages it was welcomed by the 45,009 
unemployed men in the city. The 
street cleaning department required 
10,600 shovelers, the traction com- 
ponies as many more, and thousands 
of others earned many dollars from 
householders by shoveling off walks. 

As the day grew shorter and the 
mereury fell the cold pinched in many 
quarters, and to-night the charity 
societies had their hands full The 
Bowery bread lines, perhaps the most 
pitiful of the city’s public exhibitions 
ot poverty, were extended for blocks 
farther than at any time before this 
winter, and at an early hour it was 
said the supply would not nearly meet 
the need, During the day_the ther 
mometers registered from to 2 
above zero, followed by a gradual de- 
cline after nightfall 

Four Die in the Storm,

after battling with the snow and wind, 
In Woodlawn cemetery a special 
policeman died while digging a path 
to a newly-made grave A civil war 
veteran was another victim of heart

WAR ON PLAGUE GAINS. 


London Investigator Hones for End of 
Consumption. 


Loudon, Jan. 28.—The local govern- 
ment board has just issued a volumin- 
ous report on sanatoria for consump- 
tion and other aspects of the tuber- 
culosis question. It embodies a state- 
ment by Fred L. Hoffman, who has 
made a detailed study of American 
statistics from the actuarial point of 
view. 

Mr. Hoffinan states‘that: the mor- 
tality {rom tuberculosis in the two 
sexes in 1871 was about equal, and this 
condition of affairs continued in 1886, 
after which time-a marked: alteration 
in the rate oecurred, the female death 
rate diminishing at a much more rapid 
rate than the male, In 101 the 
female death rate was 18 per 10,000 and 
the mali death rate 27 per 10,000 

There has been but Little decline 
amoug the males at those periods of 
life daving which a large number of 
the working classes are employed in 
unhealthy trades He is inclined to 
attribute the fall in the death rate 
among females largely to the improv- 
ed conditions of the working classes in 
the Unitert States during the last fit- 
teen years, an improvement which, 
in his opinion, has unquestionable 
been so far of more benefit aa to 
health and longevity to the female 
element of the population than to the 
males

FAMOUS COMPOSER DEAD. 


| Henry Godfrey Who Composed “The 
| Land of the Maple." 


Montreal, Jan. 28—Henry Herbert 
Godirey, the tamous composer of “The 
Land of the Maple’ and many other 
popular Canadian national songs, died 
here last night, expiring in his sleep 
from heart failure. He was not only 
prominent as a musical composer and 
poet, but was a leading business man 
here, as managing director of the C, 
W. Lindsay company. He had been in 
his usual health all Saturday and 
apent the day at his office, and at 
night retired to bed apparently ner- 
fectly well, He was found dead in bed 
this morning, and the family physic- 
ian said he had probably been dead 
for hours, having evidently expired 
While still asleep. 

Mr, Godfrey was bor at Plymouth, 
England, and came to Montreal 35 
years ago, later moving to Toronto, 
where he lived for twenty years, when 
he returned to Montreal. Very soon 
lafter comiing to Canada he started 
writing Canadian patriotic songs, 
which became 60 successful that they 
have been adopted in the English- 
speaking public schools of Canada 
from Haliiax to Vancouver, and are 
household words to many thousands 
of the young people of Canada, 
Amongst his more famous songs are 
“The Land of the Maple,” Johnny 
Canuck,” ‘Pride of the North,” “Tick, 
Tack, Tock,” whieh have been pub- 
lished in several volumes. Mr, God- 
frey had just finished editing a volume 
of Canadian national songs for Messrs. 
Ballantyne of Edinburg, whieh will 
form part of a series of the national 
songs of the world they ave publishing

IS DILLYDALLING 


President Despairs of Whipping Mem- 
bers Into Seimblance of Parlia- 
mentary Efficiency—-Members /.re 
Showing no Concern, and Alarm

St. Petersburg, Jun, 27.—The Dou 
ma’s slowness in discharging its du- 
ties as a legislative body has ereated 
a bad impression throughout the 
country, particularly among the ad- 
herents of modern constitutionalities. 

The fecling haa taken shape in an 
unusual chastisement of his fellow 
members of the Douma by M. Khom- 
yakoff, its president, in an interview 
in the Novoe Vremya, in which the 
president complains almost in des- 
pairing tones of his inability to whip 
the Douma into any semblance of par- 
liamentary efficiency. He denounces 
the indifference shown by a large 
number of the members, many. of 
whom hardly even cross the portals of 
the Tuuride palace, 

Although three months have elaps- 
ed since the opening sesion, Le says 
the Douma has searecely begun the 
consideration of the budget, reform of 
local courts and land legislation, while 
eleven minor bills which have passed, 
have been held up through the failure 
of the drafting committee to get to- 
gether. He states that the disappoint- 
ment is all the more poignant, us he 
knows the people are viewing the 
third Douma with a critieal eye, In- 
stead of laboring to overcome scepti- 
cism, he charges tho Douma is falling 
into disrepute through mere sloth. 
In closing he says: “T am thoroughly 
pessimistic with reference to the 
Douma,”

CONTRACNOR’S PROFIT 
WAS 4,000 PER CENT. 


Monumental Grafting in the Building of 
the Pennsylvania Legisiative Build- 
ings—The Grafters are Now on Trial 


Harrishurg, Pa., Jan, 27.—The first of 
the thirty-seven criminal suits against 
‘ormer state officers, contractors and oth- 
ers connected with the building and fur- 
nishing of the new capitel of Pennay!- 
vanin will be brought to trial tomorrow 
before Judge Kunkle. The defendants 
will bo Architect J. M. Houston ond 
ontractor John Sanderson, former Au- 
litor General William P, Snyder, former 
State Treasurer, William L, Matheus, 
ind James M. Shumaker, former super- 
ntendent of public buildings and 
grounds, 

They are charged with conspiracy to 


heat and defrand the state out of 
$195,000 be falsifying the weight and 
neasurements of certain furnishings 


enpplied hy Sanderson under his “per 
foot” and “per porind’ contract with 
the board of grounds and buildings. The 
yrosecution has selected five cases 
igainst these defendants to be tried first. 

Having failed in its atterypt to delay 
he trials by a motien to continue the 
suit against Shumaker, on the ground 
that he is not physically able to get to 
trial, it is expected the next move of the 
defense will be to ask that each of the 
lefendants be tried separately. 

The total cost of the capitol was $15,- 
0.000 of which $4,000,000 was expend. 
ed by the building commission for con- 
‘truetion, and $9,000,000 by the hoard 
f grounds and buildings for furnish. 
ngs. Sanderson's contract ; amounted 
to $5,487,899, and his profit in some in- 
stances is alleged to have been as muc h 
is 4,000 per cent. " , 

Shumaker is accused of having failed 
to audit tho bills of Sanderson and other 
ontractors, and with having accepted 
‘Tuston’s certifications that the work 
was according to specifications. Matheus 
« alleged to have paid the hills, and 
Snyder is said to have passed the hills 
without them having been audited in 
ither case. , 
Many of the furnishings will he pro- 
luced by the commonwealth before the 
jury, and experts will be called to show 
that they are not up to the specifica 
iions and that the prices were excessive. 
Shumaker was taken ill during the 
legislative investigation last apring, and 
up to yesterday had been confined to his 
bome at Johnstown with multiple neur- 
itis. His attorneys and physicians said 
he was not able to stand trial, but Judge 
Kunkle refused to continue. the cases 
against him, and he came to Harrisburg 
yesterday. The other defendants and 
their lawvers ate here tonight prepared 
to go to trial.

having visited Japan, having seen a 
little of official Japan, having read a 
great deal about that country, may I 
be permitted to state that there are 
in the history of modern Japan three 
days which must ever be borne in 
mind, These three days are the three’ 
landmarks of modern Japan. They 
are, first, the revolution which restor- 
ed the emperor to the throne of Japan, 
after diesensions which lasted dyring 
centuries, during which the efforts of 
the empire had been baffled by the 
shogunate, That revolution took place 
forty-five years ago. Then there was 
the introduction of parliamentary gov- 
ernment in 1889, and finally what is 
now called in Japan the treaty re- 
vision of 1894. That treaty revision 
marks a new era in the history of 
Japan, Before that time Japan was 
not considered a great power but plac- 
ed on the same footing as China by 
what are known as the great power: 
of Europe and America. For instance, 
the treaties of Japan with the other 
nations contained what were known 
ne extra territorial rights. Japan had 
been obliged to give humiliating tar- 
iff rates to other nations, and indeed 
was subjected to keen indignity. But 
in 1892 the Japanese government de- 
cided that at last Japan ehould un- 
shackle her bonds and have treaties 
with the’ great powers which would not 
subject her to any mumiliation. 

For many years Japan had concen. 
trated her efforts in the problem of 
what is no wknown as treaty revision, 
and every possivle obstacle that stood 
in the way of that great goal was 
steadily removed. When, in 1892, this 
long standing affair was taken up, 
Great Britain was of all the powers 
the first aprpoached, as she held larg- 
er interests than any other in = the 
question. The negotiations bore fruit, 
and a revised treaty waa concluded 
with Great Britain on July 17, 1894 


The other powers followed suit. The 
revised treaties were put into force 
on July 17, 1899, Thus, for the first 


time, Japan admittance into the ecom- 
ity of nations on the status of equal- 
ity. 

By clause XIX of the treaty of 1894 
it was made optional with Canada and 
other British colonics to adhere to the 


treaty. Article XIX of the treaty 
reads as follows :— 
The stipulations of ‘the present 


treaty shall be applicable, eo far as 
the laws permit to all the colonies and 
foreign possessions of His Britainic 
Majesty, excepting to those herein 


alter named, that i6 ‘to say, except 
ten; ’ 
India, the Dominion of Canada, 


Newfoundland, The Cape, Natal, New 
South Wales, Victoria, Queensland 
Tasmania, South Australia, Western 
Australia, New Zealand, provided al 
ways that the stipulations of the pres 
ent treaty shall be made applicable tc 
any of the above-named colonies 01 
foreign possessions on whose behali 
notice to that effect shall have been 
given to the Japanese government by 
Her Britannic Majesty’s representa- 
tive at Tokio, within two years from 
the date of the exchange of ratifica 
tions of the present treaty. 

For various reasons, which I will 
mention later on, it was only in 1905 
that by a minute of council dated 
September 26, that Canada became a 
party pf the treaty.

The convention was signed at Tokic 
on January 31, 1906.

It shall remain in force until the ex- 
piration of six months from the day 
on which one of the high contracting 
parties shall have announced their in- 
tention of terminating it. 

The treaty was submitted to and 
sanctioned by parliament during the 
session of 1907. It will be noticed by 
the first paragraph of article I of the 
treaty that the Japanese are unequi- 
vocally given the same rights as any 
British subject in Canada. It reade

The subjects of each of the two high 
contracting parties shall have full lib- 
erty to enter, travel or reside in any 
part of the Dominions and possessions 
of the other contracting party, and 
shal! enjoy full and perfect protection

ling than one would at first imagine? 
These orientals belong to a civiliza- 
tion developed through the centuries, 
along lines totally dnd radically dif- 
ferent from ours. There is a well nigh 
impassable gulf between the two, On 
the other hand, a circumstance which 
makes this question etill more com- 
plex and exceedingly difficult to han- 
die, is the fact that ‘the stream was 
started by our own people. Otherwise 
the orientals would have found no em- 
ployment in Canada. It is by the dif- 
1erence of interests between labor and 
capital that these races enter in, and 
it is by virtue of that difference that 
the tremendous economic weight ot 
their industrial efficiency is brought 
to bear upon the whole industria! eys 
tem of British Columbia. It is a trn- 
ism in politicul economy that men wh« 
can work fourtcen and fifteen hours a 


day, who live with a frugality ot 
which we have no conception, must 
prove formida»le competitors in the 


field of labor, Be that as it may, the 
fact remains that Britis) Columbians 
object to a vast alien colony (exclu-

Such are the economic jactors,coup- 
led with race antipathy and incompa- 
tibility of ideals, that are at the bot- 
tom of all agitation against the influx 
of oriental labor.

I have dwelt briefly 
upon dhe strong ravial prejudices that 
exiet against the presence of Asiatic

France's Efforts for Peace of Eur- 
ope, and Insists Upon French Pro- 
tectorate for Morucco. 


Paris, Jan. 23—M. Pichon, minister 
of foreign affairs, during a debate in 
the chamber of deputies on the Mor- 
ecean question, threw*cold water on 
the followers of M. Delcasse, his pre- 
decessor in the war office. Replying 
fo statements of the former minister 
that to him was due the restoration 
of France’s prestige, M, Pieon said — 

“The foreign poliey of France is not 
the work of one man, one party or one 
administration. France has recovered 
her place which she lost in the catas- 
trophe in 1891 as the result of thirty- 
seven years of republican eslort. The

Speaking generally of the Canadian 
turf, running and trotting, one of its 
curses is o fear of seandnl, an old 
maidenish fear of scandal, one might 
say. Upon this dread some of the bue- 
cancers of the game do not hes- 
itate to depend, and in Toronto some 
of the very rawest plays have been 
pulled off with safety because impli- 
cated knew that the authorities were 
too timid to protest. Sores that bleed 
inwardly are the dangerous kind after 
all, and not those that are publicly 
diagnosed and fearlessly probed.

Buenos, Avres, Jan, @9—Rear Ad- 
miral Betbeder, minister of marine, 
yesterday afternoon received the fol- 
lowing radiogram from Admiral Hip- 
olita Oliva, in command of the Ar- 
gentine squadron ordered to meet the 
American battleships and escort them 
down the coast 

“At seven o'clock this morning, Jan, 
26, we had the first radiographic com. 
munication with the battleship con- 
necticut, the flagship of Rear Admiral 
Bob Evans, which we joined at 9.30 
o'clock at night. The Argentine ves- 
sele escorted the American squadron 
with full ceremony. Having effected 
the salute we made two runs around 
the squadron at a speed of fourteen

Mr. McCaul then proceeded to ont- 
line the case for the benefit of the judge 
Ho stated that in the ease of York vs. 
Secord an application had been made 
to continue Carl T. Pinfold as receiver

& Secord. Pinfold had ben appointed 
receiver and manager of the Alberta, 
Windsor and King Edward hotels until 
the affair was conclded at the instance 
of Mr. York.

He asked for a monthly 
allowance to the receiver pending the 
settlement of the action and also for a 
grant of $150 per month salary for Mr. 
York, who assisted Mr. Pinfold in man- 
aging the hotels. 

Mr. McCaul claimed that the scanda- 
lous affidavits of the defendant were not 
confined te facts and were of such a na- 
ture that they would tond to blacken Mr. 
York’s reputation in the eyes of the 
court. Tle then proceeded to read the 
affidavits of the defendant pointing out 

Mr. Justice Scott enquired if the affi- 
davits of the plaintiff foreshadowed an 
application for Mr. York to be appointed 
manager of the hotels. Mr. McCaul stat- 
od that they did not but the judge 
after reviewing the fact that Mr. York 
had been manager of the three hotels be- 
fore at a salary of $150 per g:onth and 
that he assisted Mr. Pinfold the receiver 
now, he held that this was probably the 
forerunner of an application that the 
plaintiff act as manager of the hotel 
until the action was settled. The coun- 
sel for the plaintiff withdrew the appli- 
cation for the $150 per month salary for 
Mr. York. 

An application was made to have a 
solicitor appointed to look*’after the in- 
terests of Carl T. Pinfold, the receiver, 
during the action between the hotel part 
ners. Mr. MeCaul suggested that he 
should be appointed, and made an affi- 
davit to the effect that he believed he 
could do so properly. He did not think 
his acting as the solicitor for the plain 
tiff would affect his looking after the 
interests of the receiver, The defenec 
objected that the solicitor for the plain 
tiff should not be the solicitor for the re 
ceiver also. Mr, McCaul dealt with the 
affidavit of the defendant at some length 
pointing out the objectionable parts and 
asking that they be struck out. He als« 
asked that the present receiver be con- 
tinued until the judge gave his decision 
in this matter, 

Mr. Newell then rose ‘and on behalt 
of the defendant gave the reasons the 
material, objected to by the defence, war 
inserted in the affidavit of the defendant 
The defendant objected to Mr. Pinfold 
being appointed receiver. Mr. Newell 
claimed that Mr. Secord, having the larg 
est interest in the business should have 
more weight in appointing a receiver 
As an instance that the present receiver 
and manager was not capable, the case 
of the King Edward Hotel was cited, in 
which it was shown that there had been 
» loss during the month of December. 
Mr. Pinfold had been receiver and man- 
ager since the middle of December and 
the defence claimed that if there were 
any embezzlements of the funds of the 
King Edward Hotel he should have 
known of them. Mr. Newell. spoke at 
some length and gave several references

Thirteen Robberies or More Reported 
to Police on Saturday Last. 


Vancouver. Jan, 28,—The Vancou- 
ver police are having the time of their 
lives with the hold-up gangs that are 
infesting the city, On Saturday there 
were at least thirteen hold-ups and 
robberies, many of them of the very 
boldest that have ever occurred in the 
history of the city, took place, and 
this number may be increased to 20 
by the time the full total of the day 
comes in. 

Despite the fact that the police have 
been continually watehing boats and 
trains, hold-up men @o have been 
driven .from other cities are believed 
to have come here. 

They certainly made their presence 
felt on Saturday, and reports of bur- 
glaries and hold-ups came if so thick 
and fast that the police had a very 
busy afternoon and evening. Two ex- 
pert robbeng apparently covered the 
east end during the evening and got 
several hundreds of dollars for their 
work. Arrests were made this after- 
noon by the police of four men and 
three women. Zhe party may have 
some connection with the hold-up 
gang but it is understood that at the 
present time there .is no direct evid- 
ence tagainst them. They were sim- 
ply taken in on suspicion.
